but I'm having no luck with the 
Canada geese.

white goose because she is always 
talking and bossing her gander. 


The native white geese were

James R. Hoffa, Teamsters un- 
ion president, gathers all possi- 
ble remaining strings of power 
into his hands today before cer- 
tain re-election to a five-year 
term he might have to finish in 
prison.

LBJ Trying 
to Get Out 
of Red Some

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's administration is 
pushing a variety of measures 
to erase billions in red ink from 
the 
budget 
without 
actually 


cutting down government pro- 
grams. 


Republicans have been crying 


foul, contending the administra- 
tion is deceiving the voters and 
making them pay the costs of 
what the GOP calls the decep- 
tion. But so far, Congress has 
balked at only one of the var- 
ious proposals that require leg- 
islative approval. 


While the moves differ, the 


main principles 
involved are 


substituting private for public 
capital in lending 
programs, 


even if the switch costs more in 
interest, and timing collections 
to produce budget windfalls. 


The administration, denying 


any purpose to deceive, con- 
tends attracting private capital 
into programs that previously 
had to be financed by the gov- 
ernment is sound public policy 
— even if it means the Treasury 
has to put up funds to cover in- 
terest differentials. 


On Tuesday, Johnson told a 


news conference the deficit for 
..fiscal 1966 would be far below 
ine $6.4 billion estimated in Jan- 


uary, although he said final' 
figures won't be in for several 
weeks. 


The administration's biggest 


victory to date was the enact- 
ment, 
over 
solid 
Republican 


opposition, of ihe Participation 
Sales Act of 1966, expected to 
subtract $4.2 billion from the 
spending 
side of this year's 


budget 
without 
reducing 
the 


funds available to any agency. 


Congressional 
committees, 


however, turned down Johnson 


when he asked for changes in 
the 
popular 
national defense 


education 
loan 
program. 
He 


wanted to take $340 million out 
of the budget during two fiscal 
years by substituting govern- 
ment 
guarantees 
of 
private 


loans 
for direct government 


loans to students. 


Colleges protested that many 


students would be unable to get 
bank loans in time to continue 
their studies without interrup- 
tion, and the House Education 
and Labor Committee rejected 
even a compromise that would 
have stretched out the transi- 
tion. The Appropriations Com- 
mittee brought out legislation to 
make loan funds available next 
school year as in the past. 


The issues involved in the 


Participation 
Sales 
Act 
are 


more complex. Its proponents 
argued that it simply extends 
the long-established practice of 
selling to private investors as- 


the form of loans re- 


held by the govern- 


ment. 


The Federal National Mort- 


gage 
Association, commonly 


called Fannie Mae, which oper- 
ates on a combination of gov- 
ernment and private capital, for 
years has bought home mort- 
gages from private investors to 
pump more funds as needed into 
the housing mortgage market. 


Oil Depots 
at Haiphong 
Are Bombed

bombed the oil storage depot in 
the Haiphong dock area two 
miles northeast of the heart of 
the city for the second time, the

The Haiphong depot, through 


which 95 per cetNorth Viet 
Nam's petroleum supplies move, 
was first bombed on June 29 
along with another major depot 
three miles from the heart of 
Hanoi. The attacks set off a 
worldwide debate. 


A U.S. spokesman said A4 Sky- 


hawks from the aircraft car- 
rier Hancock struck the fuel in- 
stallation at 1 p.m. and that 
pilots reported "all bombs on 
target." 


The spokesman said one Sky- 


hawk was shot down by antiair- 
craft 
fire but the pilot was 


rescued. 


He said pilots saw no ships 


at the piers near the oil depot 
but that there were three ships 
in the outer harbor. The ships 
apparently were not attacked.

Wednesday and eluded four sur- 
face-to-air missiles, but two of 
the raiders were shot down, ap- 
parently by conventional ground 
fire.

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From the twilight of the crumbling Manchu empire to the dawn of the 
militant People's Republic, this soldier son of a village elder spanned the 
chaotic death of an old and the agonizing birth of a new era in the most 
venerable of civilizations.

And if in the end he was to triumph in world war only to lose all in the 
civil war, he yet remains as much as any man the maker of the new China, 


The military career began early as a 
student at China's 
Poating Military 


Academy and the Tokyo Military Aca- 
demy. In Japan the young Chiang met 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, father of the Chinese 
Revolution and founder of the Republic. 
He was to be Sun's strong right arm for 
20 years and then his heir. 


Marriage to American-educated Soong Mei-ling, Sun's 
sister-in-law, allied Chiang with China's most powerful 
family. His second wife, she was to be the link connect- 
ing him with the western world. 


Disintegration faced the Republic with Sun's death. Taking command of Sun's Kuommtang party 
and the ragtag Nationalist army, Chiang set out from Canton on the Northern Expedition which 
made him effective master of most of China by 1928. Although aided by Soviet advisers, he followed 
his triumph with a bloody purge, curbing yet failing to eliminate China's home-grown Communists. 


Chiang's power was dominant but never complete. In a 
falling out with Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, left, he was 
kidnaped and imprisoned. Mme. Chiang negotiated his 
release with an assist from the Communists on condition 
he cease fighting them and resist Japan. 


Wracked by decades of revolution and civil war, China's greatest trial was yet to come. Imperial Japan was on the 
march.^ Trouble began in 1931 when Manchuria was seized, but Chiang avoided open conflict until a clash at 
Peking's Marco Polo bridge ignited an eight-year war. China suffered horribly but resisted. 
A change of administration in Washington brought a change in the American atti- 
tude and frequent visits from Secretary of State Dulles, architect of a new common 
front against the belligerent Communist regime on the mainland.

The Sino-Jopanese war merged into world war. The Chiangs met President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill 
in Cairo at a summit conference binding China's fate to the Allied cause. But there was an ominous absence. Russia's 
Stalin—at edgy peace with Japan and with an eye to the future -remained aloof 


The world war over, China's civil war flared anew. Washington sent 
Gen. George C. Marshall in a desperate effort to brfng Chiang and the 
Communists together. The mission failed. So did Mme. Chiang's to 
Washington to plead for more American aid as the Reds gained ground.

Years of status quo rolled by for the aging Chiang, once the 
revolutionary soldier and world war leader, now the elder in exile.

Seedless Grapes

Those sweet, golden green Thompson seed- 


less grapes beginning to be plentiful now are 
used for wine making, for raisins and for the 
fruit bowl.

bear table grapes receive special treatment. One of the oldest 
tricks in the grape industry is girdling the vine. At a certain 
critical time, after the berries have formed, vintners peel 
away a very thin, narrow ring of bark from all around the 
lower part of the grapevine. This keeps the sweet sap—the 
o*rbohydrate—from returning to the roots for storage. Since 
irhas to go somewhere, it accumulates in the grape berries.

The Little Things In Life 
Can Really Be Annoying

It's the little things in life 


t h a t are annoying — little 
things such as a dripping 
faucet, a running toilet or a 
clogged drain. Nothing disas- 
trous about any of them; just 
things 
that 
occur in any 


home. 


Most of the time clearing 


up any of these problems will 
not require the services of a 
plumber. If you lack skill or 
knowledge leave the major 
jobs to the professional. These 
lesser matters can be cleared 
up by most any homeowner. 


If this is the first time 


around for you there will be 
a small outlay of money for 
tools. Some or all of these you 
may already have. The min- 
imum you will 
need 
are 


screwdriver, a smooth-jaw ad- 
justable wrench, a plunger 
(plumber's f r i e n d ) and a 
spring auger for cleaning out 
clogged drains. As you get 
more skilled and are able to 
tackle more complicated jobs 
you will want more sophisti- 


cated equipment. 


Check Washer 


A dripping faucet is gener- 


ally due to a worn washer. 
After turning off the water 
supply to the faucet, loosen 
the nut under the faucet nan- 


A dripping

can be fixed by most anyone. 


die. The handle can then be 
turned until it has screwed 


itself out. A brass screw at 
the end of the faucet stem 
holds the washer. Remove the 
screw, take off the old wash- 
er and replace with another 
of the same size and shape. 


On older faucets, the faucet 


seat (the part against which 
the washer rests) may be 
worn. For a small additional 
expense you can buy a seat- 
d r e s s i n g tool which will 
smooth this. Reassemble in 
reverse order, tightening the 
nut just enough so that there 
is no leaking around the fauc- 
et stem. If there is leakage 
you will have to remove this 
nut again and replace the 
packing washer found under 
it. Loose packing material, a 
coated 
stringlike 
substance 


can be used. 


Clogged drains occur in the 


kitchen sink because 
soap 


curds mixed with dirt cling 
to the sides of the drain pipe 
until it is clogged. In bath- 
room sinks it is generally a 
mixture of soap and hair. 


There are mixed feelings 


about chemical cleaners. They 
must be used carefully to 
avoid injury to skin and they 
cannot remain in the drain 
too long or they may corrode 
the metal. Periodic use of 
boiling water will help keep 
drains open.

Remove Plug 


Some drain traps are pro- 


vided with a cleanout plug. 
Remove this and run a wire 
into it to break through the 
blockage. Otherwise, remove 
the entire trap and clean out 
b e f o r e replacing. The two 
trap fittings can be removed 
with a smooth-jaw wrench. 
It's a good idea to replace the 
rubber gaskets in these fit- 
tings when replacing the trap. 


(The trap is the S-shape in 


the drain" pipe. It retains 
water, 
preventing the en- 


trance of sewer gas.) 


The toilet that continues to 


run after it is flushed can be 
the most n e r v e wracking 
plumbing t r o u b l e of all. 
Check the metal float in the 
toilet tank. It may be cor- 
roded and waterlogged. If so, 
replace it. If it is not, then 
bend the rod that holds it. 
Bend it down so that it turns 
off the intake valve more 
quickly. 


Sometimes the water con- 


tinues to run because it is 
running right out of the tank 
and into the toilet bowl. Re- 
place the rubber ball that fits 
into the outlet. The wire that 
holds it may be bent. Straight- 
en it or replace. 


The valve itself has a wash- 


er. This may be worn. One 
or more levers or thumb 
screws at the top of the mech- 
anism must be removed winch 
will expose the washer. Re- 
placing will generally cure 
the trouble. Again, shut off 
the main water supply before 
starting work.

muscle is identified as the 
"eye" muscle. It's separated 
from the smaller muscle (ten- 
derloin) by a t-shaped bone. 
These lamb chops show the 
new look which means they 
have had the "tail" or flank 
portion removed. 


Q. How are they prepared? 


A. By broiling, pnnbroiling or 


pan frying. When the lamb 
chops are 1 to 2-inches thick, 
place them on a rack of the 
broiler pan, 2 to 5 inches 
from the heat. Total cooking 
time for these chops will be 
12 to 22 minutes, depending 
on the thickness. If they're 
going to be panbroiled, use 
a heavy frying-pan or grid- 
dle. 
Do not add fat. Do not 


add water. 
Do not 
cover. 


Cook the chops slowly, turn- 
ing occasionally, pouring off 
fat as it accumulates. If the 
fat accumulates, it will pan- 
fry the chops rather than 
panbroil them. 


Leftover Ham 


Slivers and shreds left from 


a ham are tempting when mixed 
with cream sauce or thinned 
condensed mushroom soup. Add 
sliced green, stuffed olives to 
this and serve on chow mcin 
noodles for lunch or supper.
